ADMINISTRATIVE TRIBUNALS 


AST week the Inns of Court Conservative 

I and Unionist Society published a study of 

modern administrative development in 
this country with the title Rule of Law, The 
authors are a committee of practising barristers 
who share the conviction—forced on them in the 
course of their professional work——that the 
present system of administrative law, involving 
a profusion of decisions taken in the exercise of 
an absolute discretion, frequently results in 
harshness and inequity to private citizens, In 
seeking redress for the grievances of their con 
stituents and clients they have exposed, they 
say, a vast and recent extension of that element 
of arbitrariness, of prerogative, of wide dis 
cretionary authority on the part of the Govern 
ment which Dicey saw as the negation of the 
Kule of Law, 

Many of their recommendations have been 
frequently discussed during the years since the 
late Lord Hewart attacked the irresponsibility 
of bureaucracy in his well-known volume, The 
New Despotism, Many of them were debated 
only a fortnight ago in the House of Commons 
on 4 motion concerning the compulsory requisi 
tion of land, The Committee recommend, for 
instance, improvements in the staffing and pro 
cedure of administrative tribunals, They con 
sider that appointments to tribunals should be 
made by the Lord Chancellor whenever the 
Ministry itself is likely to be a frequent party 
before the tribunal, and that where the functions 
of a tribunal are markedly judicial—as with rent 
tribunals—the chairman should have legal 
experience, They also think that inspectors who 
hear public enquiries should be differentiated 
and specialised within their department and 
that reports should be published, The citizen 
should have the right to an oral hearing, not 
mally in public, and to legal representation and 
should be allowed to cross-examine witnesses 

Most of these suggestions are arrived at 
ifter an examination of recent notorious cases, 
the Crichel Down case, Parker's and Woollett's 
cases. The transactions which precede executive 
decisions are, they point out, normally veiled 
from public scrutiny, and it is only in excep 
tional circumstances that an example of harsh 
ness or injustice comes to the light of day. But 
the actual cases cited are sufficient to show that 
the system as it has developed recently falls 
short of the standard of fairness and equity 
which civilised communities demand for their 
citizens. How then can our civil liberties, as 
illustrated by the cases cited, be preserved? It 
is often claimed—it was claimed in the House of 





Commons by Socialist Members a fortnight ago 

that these liberties are not really endangered 
because of the responsibility of the Minister to 
Parliament. Parliament, it is said, exercising its 
traditional vigilance over executive actions, can 
safely be relied on to see that no injustice is 
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perpetrated. Those members of the Committee 
who are Members of Parliament have no hesita 
ion in saying that this argument bears little 
relation to reality. Parliament has neither the 
time nor the knowledge to supervise every act of 
the Minister and call him to account for all his 
administrative decisions. 

Some of the reforms already mentioned may 
help to prevent injustice; but the Committee do 
not consider them sufficient in themselves. Tri 
bunals may still make mistakes, particularly in 
law, and a vast number of decisions are made 
without a hearing by any tribunal. The Com 
mittee, and many Members who discussed the 
question in the House of Commons the week 
before last, suggest a new Administrative Divi 
sion of the High Court of Justice. Such an 
Administrative Division would be able to hear 
appeals on points of law, but it would also be 
able to provide, where necessary, suitable 
machinery for the ascertainment of disputed 
facts. According to this plan this Court would

A? an architectural monument almost 
entirety, Bath obviously demands special 
measures under the Historic Buildings Act if the 
grants available from the Minister of Works for 
the repair of buildings are to be applied in the 
most effective way. A joint committee has 
therefore been set up, consisting of four repre 
sentatives of the Bath Corporation, two of the 
Bath Preservation Trust, two (Lord Euston and 
Mr. Summerson) representing the Historic 
Buildings Council, and two independent mem 
bers nominated by the Minister. The latter are 
Lord Methuen and Sir Orme Sargent, concerned 
for Bath as artist and resident respectively. The 
committee will be responsible for producing a 
co-ordinated, long-term, programme in which 
the various priorities will be agreed, and by 
which it will be possible to undertake the res 
toration of the facades of entire architectural 
units, such as the Circus. The scheme will also 
enable a permanent “repairs workshop,’’ with a 
supply of stone, plant and masons, to be formed 
The programme of works will be submitted to 
the Minister in consultation with the Histori 
Buildings Council, and its cost will be met jointly 
by a block grant from the Minister, a grant from 
the Corporation's rates and contributions from 
the owners of the houses. Bath can be con 
gratulated on having entered into this compact 
So far as can be seen, it provides the solution for

THE BROADS 

DEPRESSING reply was given in the House 

of Commons the other day to a question 
asking how negotiations for designating the 
Norfolk and Suffolk Broads as a National Park 
were going on. Many who live in East Anglia, 
apart from the many others who regard it as a 
holiday resort, were encouraged by the Hob 
house Committee Report to believe that the con 
tinuous deterioration might at any rate be 
avoided by the setting up of a National Park 
with the necessary authority and the necessary 
money to clear the weeds and the silt and to 
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keep the channels deep enough for sailing. 
According to local Members of Parliament, when 
the British Transport Commission announced 
their intention of closing the Haddiscoe Cut a 
month ago, they received many protests from all 
parts of the country. Mr. Hugh Molson now tells 
the House that the Ministry of Local Govern 
ment carried out an extensive survey of the 
Broads in 1951 and reported that any efficient 
scheme of reclamation would be likely to cost 
something like a million pounds for a period of 
twenty years. There is also to be considered the 
question of dumping not less than four million 
tons of silt either on agricultural land or else 
where. To the first idea the Ministry of Agricul 
ture object. The Nature Conservancy is opposed 
to proposals for dumping on the banks of the 
Broads and it would, apparently, be prohibi- 
tively expensive to carry all this silt out and 
deposit it at sea. The Minister promised to con 
vey to the National Parks Commission a sugges 
tion that a single Broad should be first reclaimed 
aS an experiment 


FOOD MINISTER 


ITH the cumbersome title of Minister of 

Agriculture, Fisheries and Food, Mr 
Derick Heathcoat-Amory becomes head of a new 
Government department with wide responsibil 
ties. A simpler title would have been Minister of 
Food Supplies, but it might have worried far 
mers to think that the Ministry of Agriculture, 
to which they have turned in their troubles for so 
many years, had lost its name. In the Ccmmons 
last week tribute was rightly paid to the work of 
the Ministry of Food during the war years and 
afterwards, while rationing had to continue 
This Ministry had a peak-time staff of over 
44,000. It had been reduced to 7,000 by last 
year, and now about 5,000 move over to the new 
department. Much of the remaining functions 
are concerned with the administration of defi 
ciency payment schemes to farmers, and there 
are such matters as the international agreements 
on sugar and wheat and the affairs of F.A.O., 
O.E.E.C., which will require continued attention 
from experienced people.

They lived 
on a rubber raft in the Atlantic, and their only 
nourishment consisted of such small fish as they 
managed to catch and sea water The water 
they consumed on a regular principle, less than 
one-tenth of a pint taken ten times daily. A tug 
standing by in case of accidents reported that 
the men were all very fit, not very hungry and 
more remarkable perhaps—not at all thirsty 
Having apparently proved their point, the 
sailors were rewarded by a square meal para 
chuted to them by plane. None of us looks for 
ward to being shipwrecked, but it is comforting 
to know that we shall not at any rate die of 
thirst if we are.

[he farmer, on the other hand, should remem- 
ber that deer have brought a lot of money to 
the Highlands of Scotland, and condemning 
deer out-of-hand as vermin will do nothing to 
bring about a settlement of the opposing views 
Marauding deer are, to my mind, vermin, and 
they are the crux of the whole problem. 

There many reasons why there are 
marauding deer. First, the over- 
stocking of certain deer forests. 
I know I shall be taken to task 
about this, but there are all too 
few forests where deer are con- 
trolled, and all too many to-day 
where just a few heavy stags or 
good heads are shot, and the 
stock as a whole are not culled 
If one puts a glass on a herd of 
deer, there are all too often too 
many runts or ailing beasts to 
be seen. I may be wrong, but 
I think that the job of culling 
stocks is not being done thor- 
oughly, There is an old saying 
among sheep farmers that goes 
“Walk your skins off in the 
back-end”’ (that is, the autumn) 

and sheep farmers cull any 
ewes that they think are not 
looking up to scratch, since they 
know that if a hard winter is 
experienced these sheep will suc 
cumb. I suggest that there are 
many deer that could with ad- 
vantage be shot before winter 
comes on. Many of these ailing 
deer will be full of liver flukes 
which affect deer, sheep and 
cattle, though sheep and cattle, 
can be 


are 


of course, dosed as a 
remedy against these pests 
There was a day when every 
head stalker in Scotland knew 
how many deer there were on 
his forest and knew where they 
wintered, but I doubt if this is 
so to-day. To those people 
who say that deer stocks in Scot- 
land are getting low, I would say 
that I wish I could have had the 
pleasure of taking them in a car 














from Blair Atholl in Perthshire to Glenelg in In- 
verness-shire via Laggan Bridge, Spean Bridge, 
Invergarry, Tomdoun and Glen Shiel.

The answer more than surprised us both, 
The camel, the Abo replied, did not drink water 
“just eat parakeelya!” ‘But surely,” I 
asked, ‘the camel drinks water at some time 7”’ 
The Abo shook his head, ‘No,’ he answered, 
“just eat parakeelya.”’ 
Parakeelya, we found, is a succulent desert

I mention these details so that the reader 
may visualise some part of the background 
against which my camel problem was in- 
vestigated,

as well as in Australia, and elicited a great deal 
of information which has a bearing on my 
enquiry.

entirely of a water-like fluid under a tough skin, 
The Abo pointed out a mass of it near by. 

Despite this evidence we were at first 
inclined to believe that the aboriginal was 
exaggerating, a belief which early questioning 
bore out. Arriving in Alice Springs, I talked to a 
number of local people who had some knowledge 
and practical experience of camels, and with 
varying deviations all were agreed that, as far 
as their experience went, camels cguld not live 
without drinking at some time or other, even 
when there was parakeelya about, Yet there 
was an undercurrent of mysterious uncertainty 
about these conversations, a hint that, perhaps, 
the Abo was not altogether wrong. 

I had the same impressions as we travelled 
north to Darwin, and from talks with ranchers, 
officials and others it was possible to understand 
why information on this absorbing topic was so 
scanty. Nobody was really sure, but all hated 
to admit they did not know. So there was the 
same gentle scoffing at my tale of ‘‘camels that 
wouldn't drink water’’ from them all. 

On our return journey through this inter- 
esting, but little-explored, central territory of 
Australia, further enquiries and another chat 
with that same Abo confirmed an early instinc- 
tive behef that the story merited deeper 
investigation. At one stop I met several white 
men who told me they had camels which they 


plant, and thus do not require to drink water 


Wills continued their exploration northwards 
as far as the tidal waters of the Flinders river 
and the Gulf of Carpentaria, they ultimately 
were compelled by lack of food and water to 
turn back, and died of starvation en route to 
Adelaide. 

The fate of the individual animals of their 
camel train is not known clearly, beyond the 
fact that some were lost in the hot interior. My 
personal theory is that these animals, in their 
search for water, discovered the deliciously 
succulent parakeelya and found they did not 
need water as such while there was a supply of 
this plant to eat. Possibly they bred a strain of 
camels which tended to ignore water except 
after long periods of being without moisture in 
any form 

I found out, also, that both Arabian and 
Bactrian camels were imported into Australia 
in fairly large numbers from about 1866 onwards 
Clearly, they played an important and, indeed, 
vital part in the early surveying and settlement 
of the island continent. Some of the older 
settlers and owners of the sheep ranches of the 
interior with whom I had discussed the camel 
told me they could recall the day when their 
communications with the civilised south de- 
pended entirely on the camel. To see the camel 
trains silhouetted against the empty horizons, 
laden with food, mail and other necessities from 


of not having water to drink. Outstanding 
among such animals are certain antelopes of 
Anglo-Egyptian Sudan, the Arabian oryx, the 
Addex antelope and the Addra and Sudan 
gazelles. Living in desert of the extreme type, 
they obtain their moisture from desert herbage 
and dew. The gazelle especially appears to have 
evolved a system which can do without water 
(as water), for a dwarf species (the Gazelle 
Aribica), which is only about one-third the 
weight of the normal race, is found on some of 
the waterless islands of the Red Sea. Similarly, 
the Persian gazelle is found in most parts of the 
Great Palaearctic Desert, which is largely devoid 
of water. 

We know, of course, that some animals can 
live without water for long periods, drinking it 
only when it is available. These are particularly 
common in the semi-arid grasslands of tropical 
Africa, among them being the giraffe, the eland 
and various species of antelopes. Noteworthy is 
the desert antelope ground squirrel, a creature 
that can live for months without drinking, 
except—and until—water is available. 

We know also that it is this outstanding 
ability—that of being able to live and work for 
long periods without water—-which has been 
such an important factor contributing to the 
widespread use of the camel in waterless areas. 
Yet it is necessary to realise that this ability, 











though based on an inherent characteristic of 
the camel, is not entirely natural. It has to be 
preceded by a period of special training during 
which the camel lives for longer and longer 
periods on dry feeding-stuffs. As in most things, 
the skilled training of camels to do without 
water not only achieves miracles, but also can 
spell the difference between failure and success 
by quite a narrow margin. Doughty, the famous 
explorer and author, relates that during the 
good spring years in Arabia camels could live 
for ten weeks or so without touching water 
The evidence of other explorers and 
zoologists shows that under normal training and 
unexceptional circumstances the camel can live 
without water for eight days. Given excep- 
tional training and exceptional circumstances, 
the period can be doubled; Augieras, for 
instance, records as much as 16 days in the 
Central Sahara, But how does one explain the 
explorer Tickin’s observation that he travelled 
for 34 days in 1891 through the Australian desert 
without watering his camels, unless they were 
able to eat parakeelya or similar desert herbage ? 
On this point the Curator of Mammals, E 
Troughton, of the Australian Museum at 
Sydney, reports : ‘ According to authorities, the 
maximum time a camel can exist without 
water, or such plant-food as parakeelya, is three 
weeks, for which period it needs to be trained in 
anticipation of drought or desert crossings 
Ordinarily, camels must drink about every five 
days, averaging journeys of 112 miles and, in 
absence of training, ten days without water is 
regarded as over-straining the animal.”’ 
Concerning the ability of animals generally, 
andycamels specifically, to live without drinking 
water, the Commonwealth Bureau of Animal 
Hegith (Weybridge, England), pointing out 
that some types of animals drink at less frequent 
int@rvals than others, states : ‘For example,

T was the apples which attracted them. For 
I some years we have made a habit of leaving 
a few apples on the branches of a Cox's 
Orange Pippin and on the ground beneath in 
order to feed the blue and the great tits, the 
blackbirds and the thrushes. Sometimes these 
apples persuade odd pairs of mistle-thrushes to 
approach the drawing-room window; fieldfares 
and redwings are attracted on to the lawn and 
the marsh-tits and robins occasionally find the 
apples a welcome change from more conven 
tional fare. 

Then late in November the congregation of 
fruit-eating birds attracted the notice of a grey 
squirrel. Cautiously, as if not too certain of his 
reception, he slid along the network of oak 
boughs on the edge of the wood, jumped on to 
the silver birches bordering the garden and 
leapt across the fence on to the apple tree. 
Eagerly he plucked the last Orange Fippins 
which had survived the late autumn gales 
Greedily he clutched to his breast the rotting 
apples lying before the drawing-room window. 
While eating them he would peep at us through 
the window as if not quite certain whether we 
were as friendly as the birds’ presence implied 

Nor, to be frank, were we so sure ourselves 
Again and again we had grumbled about the 
harm done by these invaders. They had 
stripped bark from the boles of the ash trees 
They had eaten our strawberries. And faced 
with a neighbour's squirrel-scarer, designed to 
guard the fruit from attack, they had stolen 
vast quantities of strawberries and stuffed them 
inside the skirts of the squirrel-scarer. Above 
all, we wondered anxiously about the wild birds 
which feed in the garden, for I could not forget 
the case of the spotted flycatcher 


I was standing outside the garden gate 
when it happened. From the American red oak 
across the way dropped a grey squirrel who, 
in a manner repeated many times a day, jumped 
across the road towards a telegraph pole which 
formed a convenient ladder to the tallest trees. 
Every day through many months I watched the 
grey squirrel make these journeys across the 
road, and his route never deviated by more than 
a foot or so. On this occasion he was followed 
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Zebu cattle from such tropical areas as India 
have an advantage, in arid areas, over cattle of 
European breeds in that they can do very well 
with one drink a day, or at a pinch, one drink in 
two days. The interval between drinks is rather 
longer in the case of camels than with most 
other domestic animals, but they cannot exist 
for very long without drinking water.’

Nutrition (Bucksburn, Scotland) carried out its 
own enquiries on my behalf in reply to my in

vestigations, and wrote : 
able so far to trace any 
animal lives without drinking water as such. It 
seems to me almost impossible to exclude the 
possibility of access to water in nature because 
even the small animals that infest books and 
furniture will have condensation moisture in 
quantities which to us may appear negligible, 
but are probably not in relation to the size of 
the animals. You will, of course, remember that 
animals are not dependent entirely on either 
water as such or the water present as water in 
food because in the process of metabolism water 
is liberated as a chemical by-product of the 
combustion of food 

It is significant, also, that those authorities 
with whom I made contact in Melbourne and 
Sydney were themselves without precise answers 
to my queries on non-drinking camels, But they 
made their own investigations and, in due 
course, reported bac k to me. s| he publishers ol 
the Australian National Geographic Magazine 
Walkabout, seeking information, wrote to the 
Rev. F. W. Albrecht, Pastor of the Finke River 
Mission at Hermannsburg, and received this 
reply 1 am sorry I cannot give an entirely 
authentic reply, as I have not been able to 
watch camels sufficiently to be able to 
such a statement.

never hurt the birds,’’ she declared, “or inter 

fere with their nests. Anyone who makes friends

Yet do these pests—as they undoubtedly 
deserve to be called—harm the birds quite a 
much as some of us have supposed? Are they 
responsible for the decline in the numbers of 
some small warblers which many older orni 
thologists believe to have occurred within the 
present century /¢ 

It is possible. Yet the birds in our garden 
seem strangely unconcerned by the grey squirrels 
which trespass on to the lawn, True, I have seen 
great and blue tits mobbing a grey squirrel after 
it had seized their coconut. More often, the tit 
and the thrush tribe, though keeping an eye on 
approaching squirrels, allow them to move 
within three or four feet before they dart away 
Chaffinches and dunnocks will fly on to a branch 
of the apple tree on which the squirrels are 
feeding. Marsh- and coal-tits feed on the well 
while the squirrels snatch food five feet away 

Other observers tell me that the grey 
squirrels in their garden are slow to upset the 
birds. Can it be that these squirrels are so new 
to Britain that our birds have not yet realired how 
dangerous they can be? Or is it only theodd rogue 
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cattle could live and do well on it, even without 
water, The trouble is that under our conditions, 
if we have rain which falls in small quantities or 
no rain at all, even parakeelya disappears 
uring the four-year drought which broke out 
early in 1930, there was no trace even of this 
herbage left. As a result, we mustered 280 head 
of cattle out of over 3,000 the Mission had before 
the drought If more camels survive, it is 
because they can walk so much farther to water, 
and because of their long necks can live off the 
softer branches of trees, like mulga and iron 
wart val ” 

Mr. E. Troughton, Curator of Mammals of 
the Australian Museum (referred to above), con 
firms this, quoting as his authority the experi 
enced inlander lon Idriess. The 
latter Mr, Troughton that during 
over-long dry seasons parakeelya may be almost 
completely dried out, in which event some 
water is vital for the survival of all animals

may live as long as six months on the parakeelya

Within the space of this article it has not 
been possible for me to present all the evidence 
appertaining to this camel-boy's fascinating 
statement, Nor would I claim that my investi 
gations are necessarily complete and all 
embracing.

| write these words on a cold winter's day 
when the north-east wind has chilled the birds 
to silence. A large grey squirrel followed by a 
smaller and greyer companion is approaching 
the window of my room, The second squirrel 
has a passion for coconuts and will even seize 
and gnaw the outer shell alter the birds have 
finished with it. Like the larger squirrel, who 
has a big brown patch on his back and a light 
brown head, she is extremely faddy when select- 
ing fruit for her meals-——-usually eaten early in 
the afternoon, though the squirrels are liable to 
appear at any time of day, Invariably, several 
apples are discarded before one is found suitable 
for eating 

It is not their firmness, though, which 
seems to concern the squirrels so much as their 
size and weight. Our squirrels will eagerly 
devour half-rotten apples before tackling some 
sound ones. The fruit is held against the breast 
by two “human-like hands,” and twiddled 
round until little is left of it. There are times, 
however, when the half-eaten apples are buried 
by a wooden fence, or in the grass, or left on the 
platform of the tits’ nesting-box

Atter smelling one small, rotten apple on 
the lawn, the smaller squirrel has now started 
munching it, her cheek-bones working at tre- 
mendous pressure, while a pair of blue tits and 
a blackbird eat other apples a few feet away. 
\nother squirrel, perched on the bough of an 
apple tree, has been joined by two coai-tits, a 
marsh-tit and a great tit, who are queueing for 
the coconut. This is wedged in a shoulder of the 
bole of the apple tree, and is now occupied by 
a nuthatch.

This 
is the way generally taken to the most spectacu 
lar ski-race in Britain, the Scottish Kandahar, 
held on Easter Sunday in the north 
facing corries of the Cairngorms, in whichever 
corrie the snow may be most plentiful and most 
suitable, Often the location cannot be decided 
until shortly before the day of the race. 

The Scottish Kandahar is an open race 
organised by the Scottish Ski Club. It is recog 
nised by the Ski Club of Great Britain as one of 
the races the winners of which are eligible for 
training with the British ski team 

As the travellers come over the pass the 
great mountains ahead, snow-crested and snow 
streaked, are an arresting sight. There along the 
horizon lie the Cairngorms, the highest moun 
tain plateau in the British Isles, where four

From there to the summit of Cairngorm 
mountain it is three and a half miles, with an 
ascent of 2,750 ft. When the Kandahar race is 
being held in the Coire na Ciste, as it was last 
year, it entails a strenuous climb to the starting 
place only three hundred feet or so below the 
summit of the mountain. If, however, the race 
is in the Coire Cas, the distance to the bottom of 
the corrie is about two and a half miles, with a 
climb of only a thousand feet or so. From here 
it is possible to get an excellent view of the 
racing, or, on other days, to watch the grace 
and speed of the individual skiers at play 
and practice.

Blow, however, turned the house 
from front to back, and formed a more cir 
cultous and effective approa h from the south 
to a new front door on the west side (Fig. 3) 
which is reached only after one has passed 
through the stable-yard (see sketch plan in 
Fig. 9). 

Let us imagine that we are approaching 
the house by car or on foot. The main drive 
leaves the Polegate-Lewes road, crosses the 
railway line by a little hump-backed bridge of 
red brick and climbs gently uphill in a north- 
westerly direction towards the house, which 
appears almost to grow out of the ridge ahead 
(Fig. 1). Then the drive swings away left 
handed until it has passed the end of a row of 
picturesque little cottages, whereupon it 
swings sharply right-handed and runs north 
ward along their length towards a low, nar 
row archway Beyond this archway is the 
stable-yard (Figs. 6 and 7), and here one must 
pause for a moment to admire the trim door 
ways and windows with their black-and-white 
paintwork, which is repeated in the numerous 
geranium-filled tubs that surround the yard. 
Once again one is conscious of Detmar Blow’s 
feeling for texture and materials. The sur 
face of the yard, for example, is paved with 
bands of cobbles about two feet wide, sepa 
ated by courses of single bricks, giving a 
pleasant though not too obtrusive pattern of 
stripes. This striped effect is noticeable also 
on the lower part of the great barn, which 
fills the west side of the yard. Here the brick- 
work consists of three courses of headers laid 
at a slight angle in thick mortar; then a single 
course of stretchers; then three more courses 
of headers; and so on. Half-way up the barn 
the brickwork gives way to courses of 
knapped flints, although bricks are used for

A second archway leads out of the north side of 
the stable-yard, but it is purposely placed so that it is 
not directly opposite the first archway, and there is 
no vista from one arch through the next: suspense is 
pleasurably maintained—what 1s to be disclosed next? 
We shal) soon see, but first one must say a word about 
the archway itself (Vigs. 2 and 6), with its great 
rounded opening, brickwork cornice, hipped tile roof 
and carefully patterned floor. Now it is time to pass 
through into the forecourt (Fig. 3). Immediately 
ahead of one, closing the vista through the arch, is the 
chapel, which, though considerably rebuilt, tradition 
ally incorporates part of the Falconers’ original chapel, 
dedicated to St, Giles. The centre of the forecourt is 
filled by a small oval lawn, round whic h the drive 
sweeps, The roadway is of brickwork, beautifully 
graded where it curves round the corners, while the 
guttering and outer areas are cobbled. The west side 
of the forecourt is open, letting in a view of downland, 
and on the east side are the steps up to the front door, 
which is well above the level of the drive 

For descriptive purposes the house may be 
divided into four parts (see sketch plan). First, the 
original farm-house, on the axis of the forecourt 
Second, the ball-room, which was formed by Detmaz 
Blow out of an old barn in the north-east corner of his 
new forecourt and linked to the house by a narrow 
passage on two floors, Third, Blow’s large new wing, 
which lies to the south-west of the old house (right of 
Fig, 3), and fourth, the staircase, which links the main 
body of the house with the new wing. For the addi 
tions Blow used old bricks of the same russet hues as 
those of the original house, the architectural style of 
which largely governed the character of the new work, 

lhere must have been a house at Wootton ever 
since the time of the Falconers, but the earliest part of 
the existing building appears to date mainly from the 
17th century, in which case it was probably rebuilt 
either by Richard Thorpe before the Civil War or by 
William Thomas during the Commonwealth. It is 
rectangular, with two gables on the original entrance 
front, facing east (Fig. 4), and a hipped roof with 
dormers on the present entrance front on the west 
(Fig. 3), which is in fact one storey higher than the

east front, although this is not 
immediately apparent owing to the 
flanking additions. The elevations 
take their character mainly from the

Most people associate Merinos with the

The worst enemy of this dweller in sunny) 
lands is probably damp. Cold is another mat 
ter: a dry cold can be endured by most animals 
but in my experience, after seven years of own 
ing and managing the Iber‘an type of Merinos 
they abhor damp and rainy weather, and thrive 
better in the heat, dust and withered pasture 
of summer. But though this dislike of damp 
no doubt is partly the reason why there 1 
none in England, I do not think it is the whole 
reason 

Sixty years ago there were several breeder 
of Merino sheep in England, and they all gave 
a favourable account of them. But in the follow 
ing years the emphasis shifted from wool t 
meat, and it seems reasonable to suppose that that 
may have had something to do with the Merino 
falling out of favour. Pure-bred Merinos wer: 
apparently last tried in England in the middl 
1920s, though for some years after 1940 th: 
British Corridale breeders kept flocks of a cross 
between the Merino and the Lincoln or the 











Romney Marsh on the border country between 
Shropshire and Wales 

From the early Spanish importations the 
Americans have developed three types of 
Merinos, all of which are certainly better than 
the originals. Before going into more details, it 
is interesting to consider the particular charac 
teristics of the breed in general, as these are 
stamped on all sheep of Merino blood Although 
the denseness and fineness of the wool are 
probably their most outstanding feature 
Merinos kept in favourable circumstances 
and bred selectively can produce lambs that 
weigh well at weaning time; if they are crossed 
vith meaty breeds, the results are amazingly 
good, 

Che ability to be mated at practically any 
time during the year is another characteristic of 
the Merino. Curiously enough, the English Dor 
set Horn, generally mated in May to lamb in 
October (unlike all other British breeds), is said 
to inherit this rare ability from Merino forbears 
several centuries ago. In theory, this mean 
that Merino ewes could produce three crops of 
lambs in two years. In practice, I feel that this 
would be possible only in the very best of con 
ditions-—perfect climate, grazing, altitude and 
supplementary feeding. In ordinary condition 
most sheep have quite enough to do in one year 


producing a crop of lambs and wool 

Hardiness and ability to turn all kinds of 
grazing to good purpose are other points in 
their favour, though there is still the doubt 
about their hardiness in damp northern weather 
Chere is no doubt at all over the ease with which 
they lamb, their instinct for keeping in a close 
flock and their length of useful life. Despite a 
tough existence, 3,000 feet up in the mountains 
the seven-year-olds in my own flock often give 
birth to the best lambs. In much better con 
ditions it is quite usual for elderly ewes to be 
still profitable at ten or twelve years of ag 

As mothers and milkers they rank very 
highly he Iberian ewes yield a huge profit 
after the lambs are weaned and sold, from milk 
for making cheeses, Every flock is milked in the 
late spring (they lamb in autumn), but I con 
sider this is a practice that eventually drains 
the animals and certainly takes away from 
the weight and quality of the fleece 

It is interesting to find that what is prob 
ably the best developed all-round type of 
American Merino (the Delaine or Type C) re 
sembles very much its original Iberian ancestor 
and that the exaggerated wrinkly specimens 
(Type A in America and the Australian Merino 
have somewhat departed from the originals 
Ihe American Type A is smaller and less meaty 
than the Delaine, and not predominantly suit 
able for mutton. Type B is smoother in the body 
and was bred with an eye to carcass value as 
well as wool 

But the Delaine Merino seems to have all 
the desirable qualities in such a_ breed A] 
though neck wrinkles are allowed, the body 
skin is smooth, and the body itself deep and 
solid. As they are kept in far better condition 
than the average Iberian type, the body weight 
of Delaine Merinos is relatively high; year-old 
ram lambs should weigh not less than a hundred 
pounds, while adult rams should weigh from 
a hundred and sixty to two hundred and ten 
pounds. On the other hand, very large speci 
mens are not encouraged, since there is then a 
danger of sacrificing the compact shape, and 
reverting to leggy animals with inferior wool 
In comparison, the ordinary Iberian Merino 
ram, kept under its native sparse conditions 
weighs only about sixty-five to seventy-five 
pounds

N April 10, 1555, King Philip and Queen Mary, from their 
() palace at Hampton Court, issued letters patent, sealed 
with the Great Seal of England, to their well-beloved 
Councillor Richard Lord Rich, permitting him toset up in the 
parish church of Felsted, in Essex, ‘a certain foundation for the 
ustentation of the poor 4 fortnight later the three copies of 
the foundation deed of this, his first charity, were signed and 
sealed by Lord Rich at the great brick house that he had built 
on the site of the dissolved Leez Priory 
hich, a lawyer of the Middle lremple and an Essex M P., 
had been in turn Solicitor-General, Speaker of the House of 
Commons, Chancellor of the Augmentations, Treasurer of the 
War with France and, under Edward VI, Lord Chancellor from 
1547 to 1551. He had come on to the Privy Council in 1536 and 
was to remain on it till 1559 
His first foundation was, in point of fact, both charity and

Easter six priests were to function and the chaplain at the end to 
distribute 30s. in pennies and twopences to the poor people present. 

When Queen Mary died in 1558 chantries were again 
abolished Chi together with Queen Elizabeth's declared 
interest in education, led Lord Rich in 1564 to turn his Felsted 
chaplain into a schoolmaster and to convert the guildhall into 
a free school, at which in the next century all Oliver Cromwell’s 
four sons, five sons of John Robartes, Earl of Radnor, and the 
mathematicians Wallis and Barrow were educated 

But the main part of the first charity was unaffected by the 
failure of the chantry and continued inviolate for three centuries 
rhis was the herring dole. The chaplain was to purchase annually 
eleven barrels of white herring and eleven cades of red herring 
for distribution on Ash Wednesday and each of the six Sundays 
in Lent by the local churchwardens: seven barrels to the poor 
householders of Felsted, three to those of Great Waltham and 
one to those of Little Leez. It was not the first Essex herring 
dole, for a parson of Great Chesterford in 1459 had there endowed 
one barrel of white herring a year in Lent and John Thake in 1537 
willed one barrel and one cade to be distributed at Clavering in 


the first week of Lent. But the Rich dole was the most muni- 
ficent. A cade of kippers contained six “ great’’ hundreds, that

richest joy. I could not have arrived to 
fish the Usk at the opening of the season with 
the signs more solidly aligned against me. For 
that there were a dozen good reasons. Snow 
still deep on the Brecon Beacons; a thermometer 
that remained obstinately below freezing-point; 
fields iron-bound with frost; water scarcely at 
summer level and mirror clear . they were 
but some of them and the prophets were not 
slow to point them out. 

On the first day we were driven off the 
water by sheer cold. Yet, during the hour we 
stuck it out, I had a couple of pulls from fish 
that should have known better. On the second, 
with a biting wind blowing out of the north- 
east, it seemed more sensible to restore our cir- 
culations by cutting down trees in the garden 
than by venturing again on to the icy river. On 
the third, the mercury had climbed over the red 
mark and was approaching the forties. We put 
in three hours’ fishing and I had three trout. 
There was no regular hatch of fly and these were 
hungry outliers, not fully mended from their 
spawning. 

The fourth day carried the faintest breath 
of spring. The wind persisted in the north-east 
and it was still cold. Yet white cloud rode high 
in the blue sky and you could feel the sun doing 
its best to penetrate your layers of woollies. At 
mid-day a small hatch of fly put up full sail and 
travelled down on the current. It occurred on 
the pool where I did not happen to be, but my 
fishing companion took advantage of the fleet 
ing moment to net two nice fish. I arrived at 
the tail end of the rise to experience one of those 
maddening half-hours which come to every 
angler once in a while. 

Nothing would go right. My top dropper 
had seemed as strong as possible when | tested 
it at the top of the pool: yet I left my bob fly 
in the first fish that rose to me. The next appli 
cant stayed with me long enough to make of 
my cast something that resembled a piece of 
knitting after a kitten had been at it; it then 
departed, leaving me to unravel the mess with 
fingers clumsy with cold.

Given suitable road and traffic conditions, 
it settled down to a cruising speed of 75 m.p.h., 
and gave the impression that it would be happy 
at this speed for a long time. The car could be 
driven in this manner equally well at night, as 
the headlamps, which could be assisted by the 
well-focused fog lights, gave sufficient vision 
for the car's highest speeds, 

Even when the Magnette was driven hard, 
the fuel consumption was reasonable. The 
average throughout my test was a fraction over 
26 m.p.g., and, with less flat-out driving, a

The lightness and accuracy of the steering make 
it a car that can be driven with precision, but 
without any strain or fatigue. It is a particu 
larly pleasant car for long-distance motoring 
after dark, as one feels at home in it 

Both the brakes and the gearbox are in 
keeping with the rest of the car. Under all nor 
mal conditions the brakes proved very good; 
only slight fading was experienced when I made 
deliberate efforts to tax them to the limit. The 
gear ratios are well chosen, and the handiness of 
the lever made it no effort to use the gearbox 
properly to get the best out of the car. The body 
was in general free from draughts, except for an 
annoying draught from behind the fascia board, 
as though there was a leak in the bulkhead. The 
swivelling ventilators removed any stale air effi- 
ciently, without allowing any gusts of wind into 
the car. To my mind the car is spoilt to some 
extent by the peculiar styling of the fascia and 
instrument panel; the use of a plastic imitation 
of wood never seems right on a motor-car, and 
the angular shape of the instrument dials is 
incongruous 

Taken all round, this latest Magnette is a 
very pleasing car, as it combines performance, 
appearance, comfort and safety in equal propor- 
tions. Not the least of its good points is that it 
has a high performance without a high fuel 
consumption.

He follows the 
Rev, Joseph Hunter, who in 1852 
identified the hero of the lL ytell Geste 
and later ballads with a Robyn Hode, 
who was “ vadlet”’ of Edward I for a 
short time in 1324 This man was, 
sa the author, “a minor robber 
inhabiting Harnsdale (in the West 
Riding), who attained a reputation for 
piety, generosity, and skill in archery 
during his lifetime.”’ Such episodes as 
Robin Hood's meeting with the king 
and his death at Kirklees, near Wake- 
field, are fitted into the general scheme 
of probability, while Maid Marian and 
Priat Tuck have apparently crept into 
the story via the Morris dance 

Whether one agrees with the 
author's conclusions or not, they are a 
good deal less fantastic than those of 
many other writers Mythologists 
especially have had a fine time 
calling Kobin Hood anything from the 
Devil to ‘a faint Western echo of the 
solar heroes of Aryan mythology.” 
The book makes entertaining reading, 
though the inevitable verdict is “‘ Not 
proven,” 


DOCTOR IN THE JUNGLE 

7% Story of Albert Schweitzer, by Jo 

Manton (Methuen, 9s, 6d.), is one 
of Methuen’s Story Biography series 
intended primarily for older children 
We are shown a man of amazing gifts 
and tenacity of purpose, who, at the 
age of 30, gave up a brilliant career as 
philosopher and musician to learn 
medicine and bring healing to a corner 
of the African jungle, Schweitzer’s 
work as a doctor at Lambaréné is well 
known; what is not, perhaps, so well 
known is the story of his struggles 
with the jungle and the apathy and 
superstition of the natives before he 
could start that work, The book is 
simply written, with plenty of conver- 
sation and anecdote to help the story 
along 

FOUR CENTURIES OF 

FARMING 

HE story of four centuries on the 

land is told by G, E, and K, R, 
Pussell in The Lnglish Countryman, 
His Life and Work A.D. 1500-1900 
(Andrew Melrose, 30s,), The 16th 
century stabilised the rural organisa- 
tion of landlord, tenant and labourer; 
it also saw the growth of commercial 
farming and the start of enclosures, 
and thus set the pattern for the coun- 
tryside as we know it to-day 

The countryman did not change 
much during this time. His con 
servatism made him indifferent, and 
sometimes hostile, to improved 
methods and machinery introduced by 
such enlightened farmers as Jethro 
Tull and "Turnip" Townshend, On 
the whole he was satisfied, whether 
landlord, tenant, or labourer, except 
during such times as the bleak years 
after the Napoleonic wars, Of the 
three classes the labourer naturally 
lived the hardest; in spite of rising 
prices, his wages remained unchanged 
_ 1650 to 1770, and he was some- 
times near starvation, But neither 
tenant nor landlord lived in luxury; 
they could not afford to, and their work 
left them little time for inessentials 

The country community was more 
or leas self-governing, The constable 
and other officers were appointed from 
inside the parish, and most offences 
came under the jurisdiction of the 
periodic manorial courts, This self- 
sufficiency extended to all aspects of 
country life; the village fed and 
clothed itself and brewed the ale with 
which it celebrated the festivals of the 
bucolic year

A HORSE'S ACTION 

BEAUTIFULLY presented book, 

The Horse in Action, by Henry 
Wynmalen, illustrated by Michael 
Lyne (Burke Publishing Co., 45s.) is 
one to which one can return again and 
again, confident of finding fresh points 
for consideration, Between them 
Henry Wynmalen and Michael Lyne 
make clear the rhythm of a horse’s 
action and how he moves in his 
transitions from one pace to another 
from walk to trot and back from trot 
to walk, from halt into canter, from 
canter into halt and so forth. They 
also show, among other things, irregu 
lar, or shall I say, untrue action 

The various gaits are clearly 
described and illustrated in detailed 
and beautiful colour pictures, not 
diagrams, The studies of free jumping 
horses, of pacers at racing speed and 
of the change of leg are among the 
many notable illustrations. The text 
is simple and easy to understand. 
There are no endless statistics or tech- 
nical terms to weary the attention. 

A considerable amount of infor- 
mation on both riding and looking 
after a horse is contained in the 
excellent little book, Riding, written 
by Mrs. V. D. S. Williams and illus- 
trated by Joan Wanklyn (Educational 
Productions, 7s. 6d.), It should be of 
considerable assistance to the novice, 
providing he remembers that it covers 
only a part of what he needs to know 
and that it does not replace the help 
and discipline provided by an experi- 
enced instructor and by the horse 

Colonel Sir John Lees and Joan 
Gray offer some excellent advice to 
young riders in The Guide to Pony 
Club Tests (Crosby, Lockwood, 7s, 6d.), 
Each test is described and plenty of 
information is given on stable manage- 
ment, veterinary knowledge and the 
required standard of riding. P. H, 


GARDENING FOR THE 
AMATEUR 

HE latest addition to the Obser- 

ver's Books series is The Observer's 
Book of Mosses and Liverworts, by 
Arthur L. Jewell (Frederick Warne, 
5s.). It will be welcomed by gardeners 
and week-end naturalists and especially 
by students, It is, perhaps, not 
generally realised that in Britain there 
are 280 distinct species of liverworts 
and about 600 mosses, Of these 116 
species are described, and 64 are 
illustrated by Ernest C. Mansell, 32 
in colour, There is also an excellent 
index, The first species I looked up 
was sphagnum moss, as this is greatly 
used by orchid growers. It is surpris 
ing to find that there are in Britain 
approximately 30 species of this as 
well as a number of varieties. How 
right the author is when he says “ They 
{mosses} also clothe the garden walls, 
roofs and pathways, thereby adding 
their contribution to the landscape 
and doing much to mellow the harsh 
ness of brick buildings,”’ It is to be 
hoped that they will be equally 
effective on our modern concrete 
structures 

Islay Manley, the author and 
illustrator of Field and Forest (Batch 
worth, 16s.), makes it clear that her 
book is for country lovers who would 
like to know about the ways and habits 
of wild flowers. The book is mapped 
out to follow the four seasons of the 
year, and is pleasantly illustrated by 
line drawings, though the pages of 
grasses are sparsely filled. I should 
have liked to see more species on some 
of the pages, and feel that the money 
spent on the colour plates could have 
been used to better advantage on more 
line drawings There is a good 
glossary. Field and Forest, in short, is 


a layman's book of botany that is well 
worth reading and can be browsed 
in at any time 


Flowers of Britain 

A Handbook of British Flowering 
Plants, edited by Dr. A. Melderis and 
E. B. Bangerter (Ward Lock, 63s.), 
reminds one at first sight of the Rev 
C. A. John’s Flowers of the Field, and 
in some respec ts the basic arrangement 
is similar, though the treatment is 
quite different. The excellent detailed 
descriptions of plants are by a number 
of botanists—hence the absence of 
reference to any one author. Both 
editors are professional botanists and 
they have followed the new classi- 
fication of Clapham, Tutin and War- 
burg in arranging their matter: but 
they have not cross-referenced new 
botanical names such as Sarothamus 
scoparius (syn. Cytisus scoparius), the 
common broom; or Linosyris vulgaris 
(syn. Chyysocoma linosyvis), goldi 
locks, though the common names are 
indexed, This can be most tiresome 
and confusing to those who are not 
well versed in nomenclature 

The book is well illustrated. The 
24 colour plates are faithful repro- 
ductions of the plants they portray, 
There is, however, an unfortunate 
transposition of names in Plate 14, 
with the result that five are misplaced, 
The 220 line drawings are equally 
good, but no mention is made of the 
artist or artists concerned. In fact, 
there is nothing in the book to tell 
one about the contributors and the 
way in which they shared the work. 

The glossary could have been 
expanded with advantage. A number 
of terms are illustrated by line draw- 
ings, which are helpful. There is also a 
recognition key to families that is 
simple yet effective. It is good to see 
that the editors have not dismissed 
the colours of leaves, flowers and 
stems as of no importance, for 
descriptions of these parts are of great 
help to the amateur botanist and 
gardener; and the accounts of the 
meanings of the names of the plants 
described in the book are both usefu 
and interesting. The work will un 
doubtedly prove an invaluable text- 
book to nature lovers and students 
alike 


Electrical Soil Warming 

Even the dust jacket of R. H 
Coombes's Soil Warming by Electricity 
(Cassell, 10s. 6d.) gives out a glow of 
warmth, The first thing anyone 
requires to know when considering 
any new form of heating is, what will 
it cost ? This book gives the answer : 
one can spend from £7 to £740 on soil 
warming equipment, The book is set 
out in two parts—materials and 
methods in one, crops in the other. In 
a season such as we experienced in 
February and March, those gardeners 
fortunate enough to have soil warming 
equipment will undoubtedly steal a 
march over those without such a 
system, The author has gained his 
experience about soil warming the 
hard way—by failures and successes 
The book has 16 photographic illus 
trations and a useful index 

It is 25 years since Rock Gardens, 
by A. Edwards (Ward Lock, 30s.), was 
first published, and it is now in its 
fourth edition This alone speaks 
favourably of its value, and proves 
how popular the growing of alpines is 
The book is full of sound advice and 
deals thoroughly with rock-garden 
construction, planting, propagation, 
pests and diseases; also wali- and 
water-gardening, and the alpine house 

All About Gardening, by the late 
J. Coutts, formerly Curator of the 
Royal Botanic Gardens, Kew, has 
been revised by G. H. Preston, also of 
Kew. It is published by Ward Lock, 
price 15s,, and is well illustrated with 
photographic plates, line drawings 
and one colour plate. All principles 


of gardening in the flower, fruit 
and vegetable garden, as well as 
the greenhouse are dealt with; and 
there is a 100-page ABC of plants, 
as well as a useful cross-index. The 
various charts and tables are especially 
helpful, as is the year's calendar of 
operations, a necessary aid for anyone 
just starting a garden. 

One has come to look upon the 
volumes of Gardens and Gardening 
The Studio Gardening Annual as 
well-illustrated works by authoritative 
writers. Growing Under Giass, Volume 
6 (Studio, 188.) is no exception 
Materials for greenhouse and frame 
construction are fully described by 
A.C. Bunt, and A. W. Gray describes 
methods of heating greenhouses, such 
as by solid fuel, oil and electricity. 
Flowers, fruit and vegetables are 
dealt with by S. A. Pearce, H. Parsons 
and Norman Stewart respectively, 
and L. Stenning writes on cool-house 
orchids, And to make gardening one 
round of pleasure, Robert Pearson 
tells us how wecan pick fruitin comfort, 
how to hang up the saw on a branch 
when it is not required for pruning 
and how to water, weed and mulch 
with ease and cut the lawns and the 
hedges. N. , 


KEEPING A POODLE 

NE of the best of the many books 

about the poodle breed is Your 
Poodle and Mine, by Mr. Stanley 
Dangerfield (Rockliff, 18s.). Although 
it contains no outstanding new infor- 
mation, it is written with such charm 
and freshness of style that everyone 
who owns, or even hopes to own, a 
member of this most popular breed 
cannot fail to enjoy the book and its 
many excellent and often amusing 
illustrations. The author is to be com- 
mended for much common-sense 
advice and for not trying to give any 
information of a veterinary character ; 
but one regrets that there is so little 
reference to the great dogs and bitches 
of the past or their breeders. 

In Dogs, Cats and People (Thames 
and Hudson, 15s.), Mr. Norman 
Comben has missed a great oppor- 
tunity, for a veterinary surgeon's view 
of his patients and their owners could 
be entertaining, instructive and some- 
times humorous. But the vital spark 
is missing, and one reader failed to be 
interested in either the four-legged or 
the two-legged visitors to the surgery 
or in the treatment they are given 
The author's reminiscences of his work 
in quarantine kennels, at greyhound 
tracks and in the once famous Club 
Row, together with his views on vivi- 
section and the leading animal welfare 
societies, are more stimulating. In- 
structions on how to show dogs and 
cats seem out of place in a book of this 
nature, and would be better given 
elsewhere by someone whose know- 
ledge of the subject is less obviously 
superficial Ss. M. L

ESTATE MARKET 
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ACCENT ON THE HOME 


LETTER from the country 
manager of Messrs. Winkworth 
and Co. reminds me that last 


summer I mentioned that his firm had 
been unable, after several months of 
intensive search, to find a residential 
farm of from 400 to 500 acres for a 
client. ‘‘The search,” he writes, ‘‘ went 
on until December, and we have at 
last purchased a holding of 400 acres 
in West Sussex.’’ But he adds that it 
was necessary to buy, separately, a 
house to go with it, and that his firm 
have numerous possible buyers for 
residential farms of the size referred to, 
provided that such properties have ‘‘a 
really nice house.” 


THE IMPORTANCE OF STAFF 

OW, it stands to reason that one 

person's idea of what constitutes 
a really nice house will be different 
from another's, for people’s archi- 
tectural tastes vary considerably, and, 
whereas one person may insist on 
something modern, another may hold 
out for an authentic Tudor house with 
a wealth of oak beams and a black- 
and-white exterior. Nevertheless, 
there are certain considerations that 
weigh heavily with the vast majority 
of those who are looking for a home in 
the country with a certain amount of 
land that they intend to farm them 
selves, and of these the most im- 
portant, by far, are comfort and con 
venience. I[n fact, the meaning of the 
two nouns is often synonymous, since 
in these days the comfort and con 
venience of a property hinge to a 
great extent on the likelihood or other 
wise of being able to obtain domestic 
help. 

“People are sick and tired of 
doing their own chores,’’ as one estate 
agent put it, and it seems that many 
people will not look at a property un 
less they are given a firm assurance 
that local help is available. And such 
assurances are not easy to give, since 
with farm wages standing at a mini- 
mum of £6 7s. a week, exclusive of 
overtime, so much money is coming 
into the cottages that there is little 
incentive for the wives or daughters of 
agricultural workers to go out to 
work. 


ACCOMMODATION 
ESSENTIAL 
ere the likelihood of being able to 
obtain help locally is often 
problematical, it stands to reason that 
the intending buyer of a country pro- 
perty who requires domestic staff and a 
gardener will be in a stronger position 
if he is able to offer accommodation. 
For instance, it is difficult enough to 
obtain domestic help, even if one is 
prepared to pay the high wages 
demanded in these days, if one’s home 
is situated in, or near, a town and is 
equipped with all manner of labour 
saving devices.

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CREDIT FOR FARMERS 


ANK advances for agriculture 
have been rising year by year 
and the total now runs to over 


£200 million. It is true generally that 
the banks are ready to provide short 
term finance for the operations of 
farmers who are considered credit 
worthy. It rests with the local bank 
manager to give or refuse an advance 
and if the farmer's reputation is good 
and the advance is needed for a few 
months rather than for an indetinite 
period, usually no difficulty arises. It 
is, of course, part of the business of 
the banks to lend money to finance 
business operations, but they do not 
like having their funds tied up 
indefinitely. There are border-line 
cases where the local bank manager 
may err on the side of caution, es 
pecially at the moment when there is 
a general tendency to limit bank 
advances. | am interested to see that 
the N.F.U. Development Company is 
ready to put in a word with a bank 
where the difficulty may lie in the 
farmer's inability to do adequate 
justice to his own case. With the 
armer'’s permission the Credit Service 
Unit which has been set up will 
negotiate with a bank. It will carry 
out a careful examination of the 
physical and financial situation of the 
holding as disclosed by the farmer’s 
agricultural returns, profit and loss 
accounts and balance sheets for the 
past two or three years, and in excep- 
tional circumstances will obtain addi 
tional information from a_ personal 
visit by its representative to the farm 
Facts can be brought to the bank’s 
notice which may not have been 
sufficiently emphasised previously 
This is a servicing organisation: since 
it does not itself possess funds it 
cannot make loans direct or guarantee 
advances by other credit bodies. It 
has to pay its way and a charge is 
made for its services 

Home-grown Wheat 


MMEDIATELY after the last har 
vest it seemed that the millers 
were slow in taking up English wheat, 
preferring to buy French wheat, which 
came in cheaply during the autumn 
with a subsidy and probably in drier 
condition than most of the home crop 
Figures now published show that in the 
six months ended February 5 millers 
and other processors took 1,188,000 
tons of home-grown wheat, about 
43 per cent of the 1954 crop. In the 
previous corresponding season they 
took 953,000 tons, about 36 per 
cent. of the crop. It is not possible to 
make a strict comparison between the 
two years because farmers have had 
to sell their 1954 wheat to get the 
deficiency payment, even though they 
may be feeding a considerable quan 
tity of home-grown wheat to poultry 
This creates a temptation. Wheat 
grown on the farm may be stored in 
one part of a barn waiting an end-of 
season sale when the standard price 
is highest from May 1 onward, and in 
another part of the barn there may be 
English wheat, indistinguishable in 
appearance, which has been bought for 
poultry feeding and on which a sub- 
sidy has already been paid to the 
grower. I need not elaborate the 
point. 
Barley Sales 
ALTSTERS and brewers have, 
I am told, agreed to give an 
undertaking covering the 1955 barley 
crop to use at least 90 per cent. of 
British barley. This is satisfactory 
The Ministry of Agriculture’s records 
show that in the six months up to 
February 5 last processors have taken 
if 1,280,000 tons or about 57 per cent 
of the 1954 crop, compared with 
1,655,000 tons in the same period 
from the 1953 crop, which was 66 per 
cent. There has been no advantage to 
the barley grower in selling his crop 


if he has had a use for it in pig feeding 
and a good deai of the 1954 crop was 
not fit for any other use than stock 
feeding rhe deficiency payment on 
barley is translated into an acreage 
payment so as to save wasteful 
transactions involving the sale and 
transport of barley off the farm and 
the pure hase of other barley 


Attested Store Cattle 
YPEAKING to the Devon Cattk 
sreeders’ Association, Mr. Heath- 
coat Amory warned his fellow 
Devonians that they must bring their 
ideas up-to-date on the attested herd 
scheme Devon farmers have only 
42 per cent. of their catth attested 
while the average over the whole 
country is 51 per cent, The Minister 
went on to say: “ Of course, we ought 
to be in the lead and not tagging along 
behind the others. We ought to be 
supplying the attested stores that will 
be increasingly needed as attestation 
spreads in other parts of the country 
Every day the market for non 
attested stock is contracting. Vor 
example, a large part of southern 
England will become an eradication 
and attested area within the next few 
years and all untested cattle will be 
excluded from it. This is an area 
which has always taken a good deal of 
stock from Devon.’’ The Minister is 


right and his advice is timely 


Farming the Sands 

EFORE the war large areas of the 

thin sands in the drier parts of 
the country were waste, given over 
largely to rabbits Now in many 
places there has been a transformation 
The farming of these light sand lands 
has been changed by the introduction 
of root crops like sugar beet and 
carrots, the use of lucerne leys that 
can be relied upon to provide keep for 
stock, including dairy cattle, even in 
dry years, by the lowering of costs 
through mechanisation and by in 
creased yields of cereals through the 
use of better standing varieties and 
heavy applications of nitrogenous 
fertilisers. The Ministry of Agriculture 


has published an interesting survey, 
Agriculture of the Sand Lands 
(Stationery Office 2s 6d.), which 


describes achievements in different 
parts of the country. The information 
will be useful to many who are trying 
to reclaim and build these sand lands 
into productive farms 


Foot-and-mouth Disease 
Ww N the Food and Agriculture 
Organisation gets its teeth into 
a practical problem we can feel en 
couraged to believe that useful results 
will follow The European Com 
mission for the Control of Foot-and 
mouth Disease sponsored by F.A,O 
has recently met in Rome to promote 
plans for preventing the spread of the 
disease when it occurs in any part of 
Europe. It is particularly important 
to establish the typing and cultivation 
of the virus and to promote research 
on the use of trivalent vaccines which 
can be used promptly to immunise 
cattle in the neighbourhood of an out 
break. Full co-operation in this work 
is being given by Austria, Denmark, 
Ireland, the Netherlands, Norway, 
the United Kingdom and Yugoslavia, 
but other European countries have so 
far been content merely to send 
observers to attend the meetings of 
the Commission Surely it is in the 
interest of all European countries to 
become full partners in combating 
foot-and-mouth disease, A first-class 
man, Sir Thomas Dalling, who was 
our Chief Veterinary Officer until 
recently, is in charge of the campaign, 
and we can all wish more power to his 
elbow Whenever infection spreads 
across the Continent we are likely to 
have trouble here.
